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INTRODUCTION 


India  today  is  planning  to  develop  museums  of  various  kinds.  In  this 
growing  pattern,  the  Crafts  Museum,  which  is  the  only  national  crafts 
museum  in  India,  is  destined  to  play  a  very  important  role.  By  assembling, 
preserving  and  displaying  craft  objects,  this  institution  will  rightly  justify 
India’s  unique  position  in  the  field  of  handicrafts — a  cultural  heritage 
coming  down  for  millennia.  The  All  India  Handicrafts  Board,  since  its 
inception  in  1952,  undertook  to  collect  and  preserve  as  many  of  these 
valuable  objects  as  possible  for  purposes  of  study,  research  and  reproduction. 
Although  these  outstanding  exhibits  provided  an  inspiration  for  developing 
a  crafts  museum,  it  was  not  until  the  year  1956-57  that  a  suitable  display 
of  the  material  could  be  arranged  in  New  Delhi  and  the  Crafts  Museum 
for  the  first  time  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public. 

Indeed  the  fantastic  technology  of  our  age  may  well  have  convinced  many 
that  what  was,  'fis  dead  and  gone” ;  all  that  remains  is  to  come.  But  the 
very  existence  of  such  a  view  point,  however  right  or  wrong,  is  just  the  most 
powerful  reason  for  the  Crafts  Museum  to  reaffirm  and  perform  its  funda¬ 
mental  responsibility — the  preservation,  display  and  elucidation  of  India’s 
heritage. 

Despite  decades  of  neglect,  the  Indian  craftsmen  have  preserved  their 
creativity  and  tradition.  This  capacity  has  burst  out  in  a  flood  of  artistic 
expression:  the  vast  reservoir  of  Indian  culture  has  now  flowed  out  of 
geographical  boundaries.  The  contemporary  Indian  craftsmen  have 
encountered  the  modern  world,  and  reacted  to  it  with  unique  and  perceptive 
insights,  which  were  expressed  by  their  ancestors  through  various  media. 

In  course  of  only  15  years,  the  collection  grew  to  be  rich  both  in  quality  as 
well  as  in  quantity.  The  exhibits  have  not  only  brought  to  light  many 
unexplored  regions  of  creative  forms  and  colour  but  have  also  opened 
up  a  wide  horizon  of  mystic  and  symbolic  significance. 

A  collection  is  necessary  to  form  a  museum,  but  all  that  is  a  collection  is 
not  a  museum.  The  Crafts  Museum  galleries  have  not  been  stuffed  with 
merely  the  rich  and  the  rare.  The  guiding  principle  in  the  matter  of  selection 
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has  always  been  the  inclusion  of  old  as  well  as  the  new  specimens  of  intrinsic 
merit. 

Side  by  side  with  the  development  of  the  Museum,  its  educational  and 
cultural  possibilities  have  also  been  considered.  A  reference  library  with 
arrangements  for  projection  and  lectures  has  been  set  apart  and  a  section  is 
also  instituted  with  various  rich  photographic  records  and  slides.  The 
Museum  has  a  unique  collection  of  more  than  15,000  exhibits  mainly, 
pottery  and  terracottas,  textiles  and  jewellery,  stone  and  ivory  carvings, 
bronzes  and  metalwares,  wood  and  basketery,  paintings  and  leather  work, 
dolls  and  toys  and  so  on.  Though  the  folk  and  ritual  elements  are  predo¬ 
minant,  there  are  specimens  which  reveal  the  influence  of  classical  style 
representing  various  traditional  schools.  Of  special  interest  are  Pata 
paintings  from  Bengal,  Orissa,  Rajasthan,  Maharashtra,  Andhra  Pradesh 
and  Tamil  Nadu.  In  composition,  spacing,  application  of  colour  and  bold 
rendering  of  forms  these  folk  paintings  offer  a  type  of  work  rarely  to  be 
seen. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  illustrate  the  wealth  of  design  and  richness  of  variety 
of  Indian  textiles.  The  prize  collection  is  a  rare  specimen  of  a  large  size 
Kalamkari  temple  hanging,  depicting  the  entire  episodes  from  the 
Ramayana.  Besides,  there  are  Assam  and  Manipuri  mekhalas,  Baluchar 
saris,  Masulipatnam  batik,  Banaras  brocades,  Gujarat  patolas,  Thanjavur 
silk,  Punjab  phulkaris,  Kashmir  shawls  and  wide  range  of  decorative 
quilts  from  Bengal,  Bihar  and  Gujarat.  Other  items  include  old  and  rare 
textile  prints  and  a  number  of  interesting  Kalamkari  printing  blocks.  In 
addition  to  these  there  is  a  wide  variety  of  specimens  of  costume  designs, 
excellently  embroidered  work,  choli  pieces  and  ghagras,  etc. 

The  extensive  collection  of  Adivasi  textiles  and  craft  objects  is  a  speciality 
of  this  Museum.  The  bold  colour,  decorative  designs  and  motifs  reveal 
the  tribal  people’s  depth  of  imagination  and  the  clever  way  of  rendering 
simple  but  variegated  forms  in  different  objects.  There  are  interesting 
objects  made  in  traditional  style  from  marble,  soap  stone,  glass,  ivory,  etc. 
Among  these  the  Agra  stonewares  with  semi  precious  stones  inlaid  decora¬ 
tion  are  considered  very  artistic  specimens  and  compared  favourably  with 
ornamental  flasks  and  glasses  made  in  the  best  Mughal  tradition.  Other 
objects  include  elaborately  finished  ivory  products  from  Bengal,  Rajasthan, 
Mysore  and  Kerala  and  some  unique  specimen  of  engraving  on  tempered

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steel  swords  and  shields.  These  are  specified  crafts  practised  in  Udaipur 
in  Rajasthan.  Then  there  is  a  large  variety  of  village  chappals  and  shoes 
of  different  designs. 

A  large  number  of  objects  in  metal  and  wood  also  figure  in  the  collection. 
The  metal  objects  are  from  various  regions  and  offer  the  best  in  the  metal 
craft  of  the  country.  The  bronze  images  are  made  in  the  usual  tradition 
of  the  cire  perdue  processes.  The  rest  of  the  metal  wares  reveal  a  variety 
of  forms.  These  include  a  large  number  of  house-hold  utensils  to  meet 
different  utilitarian  purposes  such  as  bowls,  cups,  spoons,  plates,  jars, 
measures  and  the  like.  Apart  from  a  wide  range  of  metalwares  from  Uttar 
Pradesh  and  Rajasthan,  some  metal  objects  show  excellent  silver  inlay  or 
Bidri  work  particularly  from  Andhra  Pradesh  which  decorate  rose  water 
containers,  book  stands,  plates  and  bowls  etc. 

The  metal  collection  has  lately  been  enriched  by  acquisition  of  primitive 
bronzes.  These  bronzes  may  reveal  some  new  facets  in  the  evolution  of 
Indian  art  specially  about  the  many  iconographic  types,  disseminated  all 
over  the  country. 

Wood  carvings  mainly  come  from  Gujarat,  Tamil  Nadu  and  Kerala  where 
the  craft  is  still  alive.  From  Orissa  there  is  a  painted  temple  door  which 
displays  some  striking  specimens  of  figures  depicting  the  ten  incarnations 
of  Vishnu.  Other  wood  work  in  this  Museum  are  ornamental  temple 
brackets,  musical  instruments,  caskets,  objects  with  engravings  on  a  large 
variety  of  wooden  sculptures  including  nayika  figures.  There  is  also  a  rich 
collection  of  terracottas,  pottery,  sikki  grass  objects,  ceramics,  jewellery 
and  paper-cut  designs  and  miscellaneous  other  objects.  The  predominant 
among  the  terracottas  is  the  Bankura  horses  and  Ayyanar  deities,  now 
well-known  all  over  the  country  for  their  aesthetic  appeal. 

India  is  rich  in  jewellery  but  the  traditional  designs  are  appreciably  preserved 
in  the  folk  type.  The  Museum  has  made  a  special  effort  to  collect  as  many 
specimens  as  possible  so  that  modern  designers  may  choose  from  myriads 
of  Indian  forms — now  threatened  with  gradual  extinction.  There  is  an 
excellent  collection  of  masks  in  colourful  variety.  A  rich  collection  of 
leather  puppets  from  Andhra  Pradesh  has  also  been  acquired  for  the 
Museum.

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About  300  portfolio  of  designs,  1 5,000  photographs  and  3,000  slides  revealing 
various  arts  and  crafts  of  the  country  enrich  the  photograph  and  slide 
library  and  are  available  to  scholars  for  study  and  consultation.  There  is 
a  collection  of  artistic  motifs  which  are  intended  to  be  a  source  of  ideas 
and  inspiration  to  our  formulation  of  new  forms  and  new  uses  evoked  by 
what  our  master  craftsmen  had  done  in  their  time. 

Dates  for  items  have  not  been  mentioned  individually  in  the  captions 
accompanying  the  illustrations.  No  specimens  reproduced  in  the  plates 
can  claim  antiquity  prior  to  the  17th  century  A.D.,  but  in  most  cases  they 
retain  the  traditional  expressions  of  ageless  forms.
